Models  Made 
By  Art  Students 

Miss  Lydia  Bancroft’s  classes 
in  art  324  and  art  400,  in  order 
to  help  cope  with,  any  emergency 
which,  may  arsie  under  war  con¬ 
ditions,  have  developed  a  pro¬ 
ject  on  how  to  make  an  air  raid 
shelter  not  only  safe  and  comfor¬ 
table,  but  artistic  as  well. 

The  girls  in  these  classes  have 
made  scale  (models  of  rooms  and 
windows  which  could  be  blacked 
out  at  a  moment’s  notice.  The 
draperies  and  shades  at  the  win¬ 
dows  are  made  of  non-inflam- 
able  material.  The  furniture  in 
the  rooms  is  plain  and  easily 
cleaned.  Cabinets  for  food,  .water, 
books,  and  other  articles  which 
might  be  useful  have  been  de¬ 
signed  and  built  to  scale.

The  project  has  been  placed,  on 
exhibit,  in  the  War  Information 
room  in  the  GSCW  library  and 
is  open  to  the  public.

Schoyer  Relates  Thrilling  Story  Of 
Chinese  People  And  Their  Customs

The  present  war  is  showing  the  force  and  resource  of 
China  in  manpower  and  patience  in  a  way  never  before  rec¬ 
ognized  in  the  west.  "The  Foreigners,"  by  Preston  Schoyer, 
.is  a  thrilling  and  moving  book,  which  goes  deep  into  the 
heart  of  China  and  its  quant  people,  sometimes  bringing  forth 
disgust  with  their  impractical  customs  and  again  evoking  ptiy 
or  laughter  or  respect  for  their  ancient  culture. 
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Eleven  of  the  coordinating  col¬ 
leges  within  th?  area  have  each 
undertaken  the  work  within  its 
tentatively  allotted  area,  designat¬ 
ed  its  director,  begun  its  War  In¬ 
formation  Center,  and.  appointed 
a  group  to  serve  as  a  Committee 
of  Morale  and  Information,  so 
that  they  will  be  ready  to  launch 
the  work  immediately  after  the 
opening  of  .school  next  Septem¬ 
ber. 

.  The  Morale  Committee  at  the 
Georgia  Woman's  College  at  Val¬ 
dosta,  under  its  director,  Dr.  H. 
Punke,  is  sponsoring  radio  pro¬ 
grams  over  the  Valdosta  radio 
station  every  two  weeks.  WMAZ 
has  promised  25  minutes  weekly 
for  such  programs  to  be  directed 
by  the  colleges  in  middle  Geor- 
^  gia,  GSCW,  Mercer.  Bessie  Tift, 
and  GMC.  Plans  are  being  made 
to  start  these  soon.

Officials  who  reslize  the  war  sta- 
tus  of  our  country  are  alarmed 
for  fear  that  the  people  might  be 
building  uip  to  an  awful  let¬ 
down. 

The  President  in  his  press  con¬ 
ference  last  Friday  f.'gain  warn¬ 
ed]  the  public  of  the  struggle' 
ahead  andi  the  sacrifices  still  to 
be  made,  He  also  requested  that 
the  American  press  do  more  than 
it  has  to  make  the  victories  of 
the  American  forces  seem  what 
they  really  are  instead  of  being 
greatly  exaggerated.

What  the  President  did  not 
explain  was  how  the  press  was 
to  do  all  of  this  under*  the

But  as  the  war  progresses, 
more  changes  will,  of  necessity,  be  made  and 
more  serious  effects  will  be  felt.  College  stu¬ 
dents  and  college  graduates,  allowed  superior-  - 
opportunities,  are  obligated  more  than  ever  ■  • 
to  contribute  superior  services  during  this  cru-  ; 

cal  time. 

Is  college  education  worthwhile?  Should 
I  finish  college  or  should  I  stop,  start  working  ; 
at  as  large  an  ncome  as  I  am  likely  to  receive 
when  1  graduate?  These  are  perplexing  ques¬ 
tions  confronting  some  students  at  present. 

The  cost  of  living  as  a  whole  is  rapidly  in- 
,  creasing  when,  in  many  instances,  income  is 
not  increasing.  Perhaps  it  is  necessary,  cer¬ 
tainly  advisable,  for  some  student  to  drop  ou 
because  of  this  and  other  prevailing  circum¬ 
stances.  Yet  there  are  some  remaining  stu¬ 
dents,  not  confronted  wjith  such  limitations,  who 
are  faced  with  the  problem  of  making  the  dec  s- 
ion  of  continuing  or  dropping  out-the  tempta¬ 
tion  of  dropping  out  of  college  now  appears 
very  attractive.  To  these  individuals,  we  ad¬ 
vise  serious  consideration  of  advantages  vs. 
disadvantages. 

We  aren't  upholding  the  outdated  idea  that 
■  "education  is  preparation  for  life."  But  if  avail¬ 
able  college  opportunities  are  advantageously 
taken  by  college  students,  the  results  are  not 
only  contributing  to  each  students'  present  pe¬ 
riod  of  life,  but  are  also  forming  a  firm  back¬ 
ground  on  which  the  future  may  be  based. 

Now  as  so  many  boys  and  girls  are  grabbing 
the  quickest  possible  training  programs  re- 
required  to  hold  certain  jobs,  competition 
among  htem  may  not  be  felt  so  acutely.  As  the 
years  pass  by,  the  situation  is  likely  to  grow 
more  serious  .and'a  broader,  deeper  educational 
'  backrgound  will  be  a  distinct  advantage. 

We  urge  that  students  of  college  -  material 
and  other  favorable  circumstances  finish  their 
regular  college  work  if  possible  because,  the- 
.  numerous  benefits  will  be  reaped  not  only  now, 
but  especially  .later.  Call  it  .patriotism  if  you] 
like— it  is  a  great  contributon  to  national  de-, 
Nense  and  offense.
